1 . OUR REACTION TO THE EC COMMISSION'S SUGGESTION FOR AN 
"OIL PACT" TO BE AGREED AT THE ECONOMIC SUMMIT IS NEGATIVE. 

IT WAS DISCUSSED BRIEFLY AT THE SUMMIT PREPARATORY MEETING 
IN BONN WHERE IT DID NOT APPEAR TO ENJOY SUPPORT FROM ANY 
OF THE PARTICIPANTS. 
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2. WE SEE BOTH CONCEPTUAL AND PRACTICAL DIFFICULTIES WITH 
THE COMMISSION S IDEA. FIRST, THE IEA HAS RECENTLY COMPLETED 
A U.S.-LED EXERCISE TO ESTABLISH A REDUCED IMPORT DEPENDENCE 
PROGRAM, INCORPORATING A 1985 IMPORT TARGET OF 26 MILLION 
B/D, THE ENDORSEMENT OF BASIC PRINCIPLES TO GUIDE THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF NATIONAL ENERGY POLICIES, UNDERTAKINGS BY 
INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS AS TO THEIR NATIONAL EFFORTS TO HELP 
MEET THE GROUP OBJECTIVE, AND ANNUAL REVIEWS OF NATIONAL 
PERFORMANCES. FRANCE IS OF COURSE NOT A PARTICIPANT IN THIS 
IEA PROGRAM, BUT FRENCH EFFORTS TO LIMIT OIL IMPORTS ARE 
GENERALLY EQUIVALENT TO THOSE OF THE IEA MEMBERS. WE FAIL 
TO SEE HOW "MUTUAL DECLARATIONS OF INTENT" ON 1985 IMPORT 
LEVELS COMING OUT OF THE SUMMIT WOULD, IN THE LIGHT OF 
COMMITMENTS ALREADY TAKEN BY IEA MINISTERS, ADD SIGNIFICANTLY 

TO THE CREDIBILITY OF OUR ENERGY EFFORT VIS-A-VIS EITHER 
OUR OWN PUBLICS OR OPEC. IN FACT, THIS PROLIFERATION OF 
TARGETS MIGHT DIMINISH OUR CREDIBILITY. 

3. SECOND, WE NOTE THAT THE U.S. ORIGINALLY ATTEMPTED 
DURING THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE IEA PROGRAM TO ESTABLISH 
INDIVIDUAL COUNTRY TARGETS FOR 1985. OTHER COUNTRIES, 
INCLUDING ALL THE EC MEMBERS EXCEPT DENMARK, REJECTED OUR 
SUGGESTION ON THE GROUNDS THAT IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE TO 
AGREE ON CRITERIA FOR BURDENSHARING AND EQUIVALENCE OF 
EFFORT. 
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4. AND FINALLY, WE SEE MAJOR PROBLEMS IN ATTEMPTING TO 

SET SHORT-TERM IMPORT TARGETS SUCH AS THOSE SUGGESTED FOR 
1978/79 BY THE COMMISSION. GIVEN THE TIGHT LINK BETWEEN 
ECONOMIC GROWTH AND DEMAND FOR OIL. PARTICULARLY IN THE 
SHORT-TERM, SUCH TARGETS WOULD IMPLY-IF THEY WERE TO BE 
CREDIBLE IN TERMS OF HOLDING IMPORTS BELOW THE LEVELS 
THEY WOULD OTHERWISE HAVE REACHED-THAT GOVERNMENTS ARE 
SUBJUGATING OVERALL GROWTH AND EMPLOYMENT GOALS TO THEM. 

5. ON THE OTHER HAND, WE DO BELIEVE THAT THE SUMMIT CAN 
BE USED TO GIVE IMPETUS TO NATIONAL ENERGY PROGRAMS AND 
TO STRENGTHEN INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN ENERGY. WE 
HAVE A NUMBER OF IDEAS ON SUCH MATTERS AS ENERGY INVEST- 
MENT, ITS ROLE IN OVERALL GROWTH STRATEGY, ETC., WHICH 

WE WILL BE DISCUSSING IN THE SUMMIT ENERGY WORKING GROUP.
